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History records that the Egyptians used Cypress for their mummy cases as long ago 
as 3,000 B.C. The Romans carved images of their gods out of Cypress. . . . The oldest liv- 
ing thing on earth is believed to be a Cypress tree at Rio del Tulle, Mexico — estimated to 
be between 5,000 and 7,000 years old. Cypress is almost ageless and yet this historic wood 
is as much "at home" in the modern interiors of today as your radio or television set. 

Tidewater Red Cypress possesses all of the desired qualities for fine interior woodwork 
— for walls, paneling, trim, doors and cabinets. Its beautiful grain ranges all the way from 
as restful to as fanciful a figure as may be wanted. It adds character and personality that 
sets a room apart. It creates a warmth and charm that is "easy-to-live-with" and has a 
versatility that makes it adaptable to almost every type of architecture and decoration. 

Tidewater Red Cypress has excellent finishing qualities, stability of form, good nailing 
and gluing properties, and ease of working. Cypress can be used economically in moderate- 
ly priced homes, because many attractive effects are achieved by the use of regular retail 
yard stock. In fact, a wall paneled with Tidewater Red Cypress mixed width boards, will 
cost very little more than a room finished with lath, plaster and wallpaper — all material and 
labor considered. Since maintenance cost is practically nil, 
over a period of a few years the cost would probably be less.

TIDEWATER RED CYPRESS lends itself to such a wide variety of beautiful finishes 
it is impossible to list them all here. You will find, however, that Cypress takes and holds 
all types of finishes exceptionally well. 

Where special effects such as rubbed finishes, pastels, pickeled, stains, etc., are desired, 
we suggest that you consult your architect, paint dealer, or painter. They are familiar with 
the many types of finishes and know how to obtain them. Before actually starting in to 
finish a room, we strongly recommend that a sample panel be made up to be certain desired 
results will be obtained in the final application. The most popular finish is a "natural 
finish" which retains to a great degree the natural color and grain design of the wood. 

Two types of natural finishes are normally used. One, using varnish, lacquer, or 
shellac, coats the surface. The other, commonly referred to as a wood filler or sealer, pene- 
trates the wood to a considerable depth. When this type is used wood wax is generally 
applied on top of the filler. Most people prefer the latter type of finish, and we recom- 
mend the following method of application, which has proved to be the most satisfactory and 
the easiest to maintain over a period of years. 

1. Buff surface of Cypress with a fine steel wool to remove dust, fine saw dust, etc. 

2. Apply two coats of wood sealer as directed on label, rubbing down well with steel wool 
between coats. 

3. After sealer is thoroughly dry, apply two coats of wood wax, either liquid or paste. 
If a liquid wax is used and a highlight or gloss is desired, rub lightly with a very fine 
steel wool until the desired effect is obtained. If paste wax is used, rub with soft rags 
or buffer to secure desired effect. 

One of the most satisfactory features of this type finish is that it penetrates the wood 
to such a depth no contrasting color develops, as is the case with surface coatings, should 
the wood be accidentally scratched or bruised. 

NOTE: Our experience shows that sealer's or fillers having a tung oil base do not darken with 
age as do some utilizing other oils. Sealers normally used for wood floors work very satisfactorily. 
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America is still too young to know how long Cypress can endure. This grave marker 
was made by using the head board of a Cypress bed. Erected in 1770 it is still standing 
in the graveyard of St. Michael's Church at Charleston, S. C.
